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LONG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE 
Your Long Range Planning Committee has spent a good 
deal of time studying the County Farm with an eye to the 
future. [t seems to us that for a good many years succeeding 
delegations have temporized with the situation (I hasten to 
add that I am as guilty as anyone else) and have failed to meet 
it face to face. It is time to do So. 


Before proceeding with this report, let me make it clear 
that there is no intention here to criticize the County Commis- 
sioners. They can act only under the delegation’s orders and 
spend such money as is furnished them. 


Secondly, in this report when reference is made to the 
County Farm, we are considering not the farm buildings but 
the living quarters, the hospital and the Jail. 


After examining the County Farm situation, your commit- 
tee has come to the conclusion that the time has come to adopt 
a definite over-all policy, and it seems to us that such policy 
must fall in one of four categories: 


(1) Retain the main buildings as they are, pares a 
little here and there, as in the past. 


(2) Build a new jail, making the a: detention quar- 
ters available for other uses. 


(3) Remodel extensively throughout. 


(4) Build an entirely new set of main buildings probably 
on a higher location. 


The first category calls for no change in policy. Under it © 
there would be, as at present, annual appropriations for re- 
pairs, upkeep and the purchase of new equipment. There would 
be no alteration in the buildings. 


Category 2 calls for a new jail. This committee has looked 
into the matter and finds that there would be needed a build- 
ing costing approximately $55,000 including lighting and heat- 
ing. The addition of individual cells and the necessary plumb- 
ing would bring the cost to between $75,000 and $80,000. 

There has been a good deal of concern about our jail at the 
Farm. There is no way to segregate the prisoners in separate 
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cells. The trouble makers are continually with the others and 
therefor able to stir up difficulties. The addition of a night 
watchman has eased the situation somewhat, and a proposed 
new piece of legislation allowing the transfer to the Man- 
ehester jail of troublemakers will help further. But the situa- 
tion is not satisfactory. 


On the other hand, a state committee is studying the pos- 
sibility of amalgamating county jails. Their report and recom- 
mendations are not yet available. It is possible that in the 
future Cheshire County prisoners would be transferred to some 
house of detention serving several counties. We simply do not 
know at this time. 


The cost of building a new jail as a single project and 
not as part of an over-all construction plan, is very high. 


Classification 3 calls for extensive remodeling of the 
present main buildings. This would undoubtedly alleviate some 
of those conditions at the Farm most open to criticism. Pleas- 
anter living quarters and recreation rooms might be provided 
and possibly make it easier to handle the inmates efficiently. 


Your committee has no figures to submit on remodeling. 
Certainly it would be expensive, and the gains would be 
limited strictly to the space within the present walls. The 
question arises as to whether the county would be justified in 
making a major expenditure to remodel what are and still 
would be very old structures. 


Classification 4 calls for a new set of main buildings prob- 
ably located on land the county now owns and which is higher 
and more suitable. Again, your committee has no figures to 
offer, but there is no doubt whatever that the large amount of 
money which would be necessary would have to be raised by a 
bond issue, thus spreading the cost over a considerable number 
of years. There would be no change contemplated in the farm 
buildings. 

In considering the whole problem at the County Farm, a 
number of questions must be answered. Are the present main 
buildings adequate for their purposes in this day and age? Is 
it possible in them to care for the unfortunates who have to 
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live there? Do we owe these people more than they are getting 
or can get under present circumstances? To what degree 
should the public conscience be involved, and is that degree 
sufficient to face large expenditures ? 3 


Your committee does not feél that it should attempt to 
answer these questions. It does not feel that the delegation 
itself can answer them. The committee therefor recommends: 


That the sum of $1,500 be appropriated for a preliminary 
study of the County Farm, this study to cover the present and 
the foreseeable needs of the institution ; 

That the chairman of the delegation appoint a committee 
to choose the proper agency or individual to conduct this study, 
and to work with those so chosen. (It is suggested that this 
committee might consist of the chairman of the delegation, the 
chairman of the executive committee, and possibly the chair- 
man of one of the other committees.) ; 

That the study should estimate the cost of each of the 
eategories listed above and the extent to which each would meet 
the purposes of the institution ; Pi | 

That a report on this study be made either to the orate . 
delegation before its term expires next December, or to the 
succeeding delegation (there should be a vote on this) ; : 

That the results of the study be made Meee known to the 
public ; 

That there be placed on the ballot at the election next 
following the conclusion of: the study appropriate questions by 
means of which the publie can decide any major construction or 
reconstruction policy at the County Farm ; aye 

That the chairman of the delegation appoint a further com- 
mittee to work with various organizations and service clubs in 
making the County Farm as bright and cheerful and pleasant 
as possible pending any construction which may be undertaken. 

It is the purpose of your Long Range Planning Committee 
to induce the adoption of a definite policy for the future of 
the County Farm. Such a policy certainly can not be adopted 
by the County Commissioners alone nor, in our opinion, should 
it be by the delegation. The County Farm is a public respon- 
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sibility, and the public should make the major decisions. None, 
however, can make any decision without facts and figures. This 
report is dedicated to the procurement of such information.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County: 


In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report of the year ending December 31, 1950. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Courts, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the House 
of Correction, Physician and County aut ted 


Conditions for the year 1950 show the general bene neabe of 
the times. 


More money for materials purchased, more money for la- 
bor, a slight decline in direct relief but more money Ay Old 
Age assistance. 


Financially Cheshire County is free from debt, but if some 
of the projects that are being contemplated, are carried 
through, the picture will be radically changed, such as a new 
jail and complete remodelling of the buildings at the County 
Farm. 


_ The water supply at the Farm is precarious and through 
the advice of the State Officials we advocate a new well with a 
guaranteed capacity of 100 gallons per minute, at an expense 
of $7,000.00 above the $3,500 for an uncertain artesian well with 
a capacity of not over nine gallons, or perhaps nothing, as this 
type of well is uncertain. 


We very much regretted to receive the resignation, effec- 
tive July 15, 1950, of Supt. and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Ned 
Sanborn, who had conducted the affairs of the farm for the 
past seven years so successfully. But Mrs. Sanborn’s health 
-was such that they had to give up. 


We were fortunate however in being able to get Mr. Ed- 
ward Baker to take over as superintendent and Mrs. Esther 
Sawyer as matron and we feel the selection fully justified. 
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There continues to be a great deal of necessary steno- 
graphic, clerical and bookkeeping work in our office. Complete 
records on welfare cases are dictated, typed and filed. The 
checking and paying of all County bills and payrolls, inelud- 
ing those for the County Farm, have to be attended to every 
month as well as the bookkeeping of all accounts, and town 
and private cases at the County home. Federal income tax 
records, payments and reports have to he carefully kept. 


The county Welfare work has been much the same as for 
1949. Children on the board and care list, some of which are 
under the custody of the County Commissioners, and children 
from needy families, have been taken to the Mental Hygiene 
Clinies, to the T. B. and the Well Baby clinics. Children 
boarded by the County have been visited, in some cases homes 
have been found, and many of them have had to be furnished 
with suitable clothing. For instance, six County children were 
happily placed at the Daniel Webster Home for Children in 
Franklin after being given medical check-ups and suitably 
clothed. Each child has adjusted very well and made good 
progress. cos 


Under relief work, some of the families of prisoners at 
the House of Correction have had to be visited and plans made 
for wives and children. Some hospital cases necessitated similar 
attention. Several cases where a member of the family was on 
probation, have had to be assisted from time to time, with 
Court action following. Needy cases have been referred 
to the County for investigation by the Cheshire County Humane 
Society, local school teachers, selectmen, as well as the Bureau 
of Public Service and Veterans’ organizations. The coopera- 
tion of these agencies has been very helpful. Assistance has 
been given to many older inmates at the County Farm and 
about the County, in applying for social security benefits, and 
in proving their claims. } 


We have had a number of undesirable families from bord- 
ering states, come into the County to take up residence in 
eamps or abandoned old houses, who have demanded aid about 
as soon as they got here. After thorough investigation it has 
been found where these families belonged and with the assist- 
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ance of other agencies, they have been returned to their former 
locations.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

Comparative Balance Sheets: 

December 31, 1947-December 31, 1948 (Exhibit A) 

December 31, 1948-December 31, 1949 (Exhibit I) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1947-1948 and December 31, 1948-1949, are pre- 
sented in Exhibits A and JI, respectively. As indicated therein 
the financial condition changed from a Surplus of $18,253.76 
to a Net Debt of $1,373.52 in 1948. The year 1949 started with a 
Net Debt of $1,373.52 and ended with a Surplus of $9,419.30. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Conditions: 

Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1948 (Exhibit B) 

Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1949 (Exhibit J) 

Statements presenting an analysis of the factors which ef- 
fected the change in financial condition of the county during 
the fiscal years ended December 31, 1948 and December 31, 
1949, are included in Exhibits B and J, respectively. 

Tn 1948, the financial condition changed from a Surplus of 
$18, 253.76 to a Net Debt of $1,373.52. This change in financial 
condition, amounting to $19,627.28, was effected as follows:

$6,309.88, plus a net revenue surplus of $4,090.24, resulted in a 
net budget surplus of $10,400.12.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the

CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts were- checked 
by source, insofar as possible, and found to -be properly -re- 
corded. Court. orders_issued by the Clerk were supported by in- 
voices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


GENERAL COMMENTS | 


Classifieation of County Farm Receipts and Expenditures: 

‘In our reports of previous audits we have commented.on the 
fact that the standard form of classification book for recording 
county farm receipts and expenditures was not being used. The 
present procedure is to tabulate all such receipts and expendi- 
tures at the close of the year for reporting purposes. We again 
recommend the use of the regular loose leaf classification: book 
in which county farm receipts and expenditures should-be re- 
corded on a current basis, similar to the procedure whieh’ 
been adopted by the other counties. | 
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Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all county officials were 
found in good condition and the accounting procedure, with ex- 
ceptions as herein noted, conformed to the uniform system pre- 
seribed by this Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential fea- 
tures should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included in its en- 
tirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Cheshire County : 


As this is our first report we find it a little difficult to 
know just where to begin, especially as we have had supervision 
for only about half of the year. Due to the fact that the crops 
were all planted for the year and waiting for the end of the 
growing season, I feel that it was a good time for me to break in. 


With Mr. MacDuffie in charge of the farm, I have felt free 
to give that a minimum of attention. This has given me more 
time to acquaint myself with the rest of the Institution. I have 
spent a large part of these six months studying the routine and 
trying to familiarize myself with the responsibilities which the 
Superintendent should have. 


I have been fortunate in getting our herd of cows enrolled 
in D. H.1. A. After studying the changes that have taken place 
in the last four years. I believe the time has come when wea 
should try to start on a definite program of herd improvement. 
For me, enrollment in D. H.I. A. would be the first step. I am 
also making some use of the proven sires of the New Hampshire 
Breeding Association. | 


After conferences with the Soil Conservation Service, the 
County Forester and County Agricultural Agent, we have 
worked out a plan to try and make the best use of our land. 


_T have taken advantage of P. M. A. in securing super phos- 
phate for use in the gutter, and lime and fertilizer which soil 
tests show is much needed. 


I have found Mr. Perham most helpful in running the 
House of Correction. We were both glad to have the Federal 
Inspector make us a visit, and of course, pleased to be ap- 
proved for the keeping of Federal Prisoners. We found Mr. 
Cox’s suggestions most helpful. 
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To Mrs. Tuttle in charge of the hospital, and Mr. Dunn, in 
charge of the men’s dormitory, and the rest of the personnel, 
We wish to express our appreciation for their loyalty and sup- 
port. 


Mr. Nowlan continues to act as our Chaplin, conducting 
a regular service once a month. Rev. MackKerron from the 
Sturtevant Chapel, and the Salvation Army have both held 
one service this fall. We appreciate their effort in coming and 
hope they will see their way to come often. 


We wish to extend publicly our thanks to the Red Cross, 
Order of Catholic Daughters and the Salvation Army for their 
gifts at Christmas time, and also to our neighbors and friends. 
who have brought in clothes, books, magazines, playing cards 
and other gifts, some at Christmas and some at other times. 


With buildings and equipment as old as we have here, 
there has to be considerable repairing and replacement. We are 
trying to keep leaky pipes and wornout electric fixtures and SO 
on, in as good a condition as possible. We are using considerable 
paint, particularly in the Women’s building. Lighter curtains 
and lighter paint is making it much pleasanter. 


The talked of additional water supply is ‘needed and will. 
give us much security in the dry season for our poke pope 
and for fire protection. : 


I find that we have an electric generator which T ae 
was used at one time as an auxiliary source of electricity. 
With the conversion of the large boilers to low pressure and 
the use of the small boiler for steam for the. laundry.and steam 
cookers in the kitchens, it appears that we do not.have sufficient 
steam power to use this generator. Therefore I would. suggest 
that the old generator and steam engine be sold for whatever 
they will bring and that serious consideration be given: ‘to the 
installation of a gas or diesel outfit, located on a high level: 
where the danger from high water would be eliminated. | 


It would seem -that relatively few people are acquainted 
with our Institution. Visitors are welcome. We would be #lad 
to make special arrangements to show people around and try 
to point. out our problems and tell them what we are trying to: 
do, ¥ fat 5 Sein ates die aes ‘i 4" a 
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To you Commissioners we express our appreciation of your 
advice and council. We are sorry to lose Mr. Ramsay who is a 
friend of the Institution of long standing as well as a personal 
friend. We are glad to welcome Mr. Pierce in his place. It is 
a pleasure to work with you for the welfare of the people in- 
trusted to our care.
